1?  f /^^   PEOPLE   agalnfi;  the  Pretender ^ 

Gentlemen^  Countrymen:,  and  Britons, 

CyTOU  have  heard  Her  Majefly's  Pro- 
£  clamation  to  apprehend  the  Pr^re:^- 
'^^,  if  he  lands  in  her  Majeity^s  Doniirti- 
ns.  You  know  the  Houfe  of  Ccmmbris 
,ave  Voted  theSum  of  One  Hundred  Thou- 
t\\A  Pounds  to  whoever  fhall  feize  hun'irt 
liefe  Kingdoms  5-  And^  you  cannot  be  un- 
cqjaaintedwith  the  many  undoubted  Dif- 
bv^ries  of  vaft  multitudes  Lifted  in  hisSer- 
ice  both  in  Br/V^/»  and' fre/^;;^;  Nor  can- 
:cii  be  Ignorant  of  the  Preparationswhich 
re  now  making  on-  the'  Side  of  France^  nor 
f  the  Ships  and  Forces  Which  are  drawing 
ogethef  oh  that  Coaft ;  which  we  have 
rom  every  pa  rt  attefted;  All  thefe  Things ' 
eeming  td'tell  us  whatan  immediate  Dah- 
jer  is  hanginfci:  dvetusf;  I  fhall  beg  l^aVe 
D  fpeak  afew  Word^  to  you  concerning  the 
) anger  of  the  Pretender ^  and  the  mifery 
^Hich  would  attend  us  if  ever  he  fhouldbe- 
ome  our  Ring.  1 
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I  fhall  not  at  prefent  go  about  to   ^ 
fuade  you  to  maintain  your  Rights  and. 
berties^  or  to  preferve  your  fclves  and  ;n 
Pofterity  from  being  Slaves.     For  inde  I 
would  be  needlefs  and  altogether  abfur  t 
pretend  to  offer  any  thing  in  favour  of; 
berty  to  ycu^  who  have  been  for  thefeii 
and  Twenty  Years  itrugling  with  the  gic 
teft  Powers  of  Europe  to  Preferve  it.    Ex 
Man  has  by  Nature  that  Genuine  Lov<  ( 
Liberty  implanted  in  him^-thatnothim)i: 
the  moftftupid  Education^  the  h^vingie 
ver  heard  of  a  Free  Common-wealth  3: 
ever  make  Men  tamely  fabmit  to  Shvq 
But  to  Us,  our  Families^  our  Religion^  u 
prefent  Happinefs^  and  the  Mifery  of  ii 
Neighbouring  Nations  which  have    fc^i 
cpprelfed  by  Tyranny^,  are  all  further  r 
guments  which  oblige  us  to  look  on  Se^i 
tude  with  the  utmofl  Abhorrence^  andi 
Scorn  to  preferve  our  Lives  by  fo  baf  i 
Condition  :  And  I  am  perfwaded,  Britu 
there  is  not  a  Man  among  you  but  wcic 
deftroy  the  Traytor^  who  fliould  dare  tc 
own^  that  it  was  the  Liberties  of  his  Cc  i 
try  he  defignM  to  fubvert.    I  fliall  the^ 
fore  at  prefent  only  endeavour  to  demi 
Urate  to  you  the  Greatnefs  of  yourDansr 
snd  the  Shame  with  which  you  will  be  li- 
ded  if  you  are  overcome  by  it,-  that  the:- 
by  you  m^.y  have  that  Courage  and  Ref- 
lation kindled  in  you^  whi^h  raay  m;( 
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t  you  ready  to  meet  any  Hardfliips  you  m^y 
i  ihortly  be  forced  to  undergo.  For  if  the 
>.  only  way  to  preferve  our  Religion  and  Li- 
i  berties  be  to  (land  by  our  Laws^  and  the 
:,  Settlement  of  the  Crown  in  the  Illuftrious 
]  Houfe  of  Hanover^  and  to  oppofe  with  Vi- 
!  gour  the  Attempts  which  our  Traycors  at 
3  Home,  or  our  Enemies  Abroad  are  now 
"  making  to  fix  the  Pretender  on  the  Throne 
:  of  thefe  Reahns ;  I  am  fure  we  need  no  o- 
f  ther  Arguments^  nor  can  have  ftronger 
=  ones  than  this^  to  move  us  to  be  Refolute 
]  in  fupporting  the  Right  of  that  Illuftrious 
Houle,  tho'  with  the  hazard  of  our  Lives, 
I  pur  Fortunes^  and  every  thing  that  is  lefs 
i|  dear  to  us  than  our  Religion  andLiberties, 
I  the  Happinefs  of  the  prefent  Age^  and  the 
•'  Safety  of  our  Pofterity. 

The  Queftion  at  prefent^  Countrymen^ 
(-  is  not^  whether  wejhalt  have  this  or  that  Prince 
I  to  Jit  on  the  Britifii  Throne^  and  Govern  m  ac^ 
r  cording  to  our  Laws  and  Conftitution  ?  But  whc-- 
:  ther  we  Jha!l  prefer  a  Race  of  Princes  who  will 
:  be  tied  by^  thofe  Laws  which  have  been  m^idQ 
']  Jince  the  Revolution^  and  whofe  Int^reB  it  must. 
•    b^  to  Maintain  thofe  Liberties  which  we  then 

■  ajjertedj  and  by  which  they  will  enjoy  the  Crown  ?■ 
Princes^  who  have  been  ever  Zealous  in 

■  the  Proteftant   Religion^    and  by  whofe 

■  Means  our  Nation  will  be  fet  at  the  Head- 

■  of  that  Intereft.     A  place  which  our  An- 
:    celtors  have  ever  gloried  in/  Or;,  whether 

.  '  ws 
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wejhall  fuhmit  cur  f elves  to  a  EOT  TPho  pre 
tends  to  U  the  Son  of  our  Abdicated  King^  ana 
Tvho  has  been  bred  within  the  Confines^  and  tm- 
derth^  Maxims  of  an  Abfolute  and  Uncontrotla- 
hie  Tyranny  ?  who  reckoning  himfelf  exclu' 
dedby  the  greateft  Injuftice^  muft  be  ftlled 
with  Revenge  whenever  it  is  in  his  Powei 
to  execute  it ;  who  wiH  never  think  him- 
felf obliged  by  thofe  Laws  which^  he  will 
fay^  \izs^t  been  made  by  Rebefe,  but  will 
rather  think  it  neceffary  to  deftroy  thofe 
Parliaments  which  were  the  Caufe  of  his 
and  his  Father's  Exile;  who  has  been  Edu 
cated^  and  is  zealous  inthatReligi-on  which 
ever  thirto  for  the  Biood  of  Prottf^antSyZ-nd 
who  has  been  zn  Eye  Witnefs  of  the  Sue- 
cefs  of  Extirpating  what  they  call  Herefy^ 
by  Dragoons  and  Gallies;  who  as  with  all 
thefe  Qualifications  he  can  never  hope  to 
gain  the  Hearts  of  the  People^  muft  for  an 
Age  depend  on  the  Power  of  Fr^^^e  to  Sup- 
port him.  In  fiiort^  Fellow-Citizens^  Shall 
-we  beSubjeBsto  a  Briciflt  Ki?^^  ?  Or  fliall  we 
be  Slaves  to  one,  who  himfelf  muft  be  a 
Slave  to  France^ 

And  are  there y  p  Britons,  Men  among  jom 
cffmh'Bafe  and  IgnominiomCharaBers  as  to  be  in 
Jii(pe7tfe  on  fmh  a  ^efiiofi?  If  there  are,  they' 
cannot  be  Britons.  It  muft  be  fome  of  thole 
j5Fr7i»?^;2  Name^hy  whom  out  Ifle  has-been; 
thus  pcdluted^ 

The 
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The  Friends  of  the  Tretenier  know  too 
well  that^  if  it  was  thought  he  would  Reign 
after  the  manner  I  have  defcrib'd^  he 
would  not  haxne  a  Partizm  in  Britain.  And 
therefore  they  ufe  their  utmoft  Endeavours 
to  perfuade  you  that  it  will  be  quite  the  re- 
verfe ,-  that  his  Intereft  will  lead  him  to 
make  the  Nation^  over  which  he  isKing^as 
Independent  as  he  can ;  that  he  will  never 
fubmit  to  the  Power  oi  France^  but  will  ra- 
ther^  ehufe  to  render  himfelf  confiderable, 
by  holding  the  Ballance  between  the  Pow- 
txsci  Europe^  as  our  ancient  Kings  were 
wont  to  do^  that  he  will  have  his  Father's 
Misfortunes  too  frelh  in  his  Memory^  to 
fall  into  his  Errors^  and  that  for  thefe 
Reafons^  your  Religion  and  Liberties^  and 
the  Wealth  and  Glory  of  this  Nation  will 
be  in  the  greateft  Security  under  him. 

But  O  /ye  Men  of  Britain^  be  not  delu- 
ded by  thefe  empty  AlTurances.  Let  it  nbt 
be  in  the  Power  of  thole  who  hate  you^ 
when  they  fliall  have  drawn  you  into  your 
owh'Deftruclion^  to  laugh  at  the  Eafmeis 
with  which  you  believed  them.  It  has 
been  the  conilant  Method  of  thofe^  who 
have  been  the  Enemies  of  our  Laws  and 
Conftitution^to  deny  thofe  Defigns^  which 
it  was  for  their  Purpofe  to  conceal,  and 
which^  when  it  was;  time  to  throw  afide 
the  Mask^  they  have  Juflified  and  approved. 
Have  we  not  very  lately  had  Inftances  in 
il  abun- 
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abundancd  from  thefe  very  Pcoplfe  of  this 
nionftrous  Behaviour  ? 

They  pretend  however  to  argue  M/ith 
you,  from  his  Intereft  and  Ambition.    But 
ye  Men  of  Britain^  Is  it  not  his  IntereH,  is  it 
mthis  Ambition  to  fettle  himfelfupon  f^eBritifil 
Throne  ?  Atid  will  he  not  purfuethofe  means, 
by  which  alone  he  can  accompHfh  it  ?  With 
7vhat  Strength  or  Tower  can  he  attack  m^  unlejS 
'France  fupports  him  ?  Shall  the  Duke  o/Lorrain 
^fiB  him  ?  The  attempt  Would  be  ridicu 
lous!  Or  can  he  imagine  there  are  no  Pro 
tefiants  in  Britain  to  refill  him  ?  Or  are  they 
fo  few  and  inconfiderable,  that  his  Party 
will  eafily  fubdue  them?  Will  the  Trotejlant 
States  of  Eurcp  fo  forget  their  Intereft,  a: 
to  think  themfelves  not  concerned  to  pre 
ferve  us :  And  will   they   ever  fuffer  thi 
Great  and  Mighty  Nation  (which  was  al 
ways  went  to  be  the  Bulwark  of  the  Refer 
mation )  quietly  to  fall  into  the  Hands  o 
a  Vcpijl'}  King.  Whence  then  can  hefecure  himfel 
against  all  thefe  Difficulties^  but  by  the  ajjiftanc 
oftheVr^tnch!  Andean   ye   ever  believe 
that  fo  interefted  a  Nation  will  ventur 
their  Treafure  and  their  Arms,  where  the; 
expeft  to  reap  no  Profit  from  them  ?   An( 
fhould  they  infift  en  the  moft  extravagan 
Terms,  fliould  they  (not  contented   to   b 
allow'cl  in  the  quiet  Poffeffion  of  the  Por 
of  Dtrnklrk  with  a  new  Mouth   to  it)  de 
mand  fUmouth  and  fcrtjmoutb^  nay  Chatha? 
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it  fdf,  the  very  Mouth  of  oiir  River^  to  be 
delivered  into  their  Hands^  with  Vv^h-^t  Face 
could  the  Pretender  refufe  it ;  to  a  Prince^ 
who  not  only  proteded  his  Father,  and  has 

ducated  and  maintained  him ;  but  who  has 
Dnce  declared  him  King,  who  has  already 
ittempted  an  Invafion  in  his  Favour^  and 
)y  whofc  means  alone  he  can  ever  hope  to 
pflefs  his  Kingdom  ?  It  is  then  theMode- 
[y  of  the  Frenchy  that  we  itiuft  confide  in. 
"he  Modefty  of  whom of  One  who 

;  the  Vjrenean  Treaty  fwore^  that  he  jvould 
ever  lay  claim  to  Spain  ^  who  afterwards 
romifed  by  aTreaty^  to  obferve  thePartl^ 
Ion  j  and  who  by  our  late  ("Honourable  ! ) 
'cace^  was  obliged  a  Year  ago  to  have  de- 
\oVii)\tdiT)unkirky  and  evacuate  Placemia; 
f  Him^  who  for  thefe  many  Ycars^  has 
een  continually  contriving  the  Ruin  of 
ur  Wealth  and  Liberty ;  and  who  has  for 

efe  laft  Twenty  Years  fo  felt  the  Scourge 
f  this  mighty  Nation  on  his  ambitious  De^ 
gns^  that  he  muft  be  by  this  Time  tho- 
DUghly  convinced^  that  He  can  never 
iild  up  that  univcrfal  Power  in  Europe^ 

hich  has  been  the  conftant  Aim  of  hh 
mbition,  but  on  the  entire  Subverfion  of 
le  Pov/er  and  Greatnefs  of  Brif^f^. 

But  fhould  you  (as  they  would  perfuade 

Du)  fit  ftill,  and  let  the  Pretender  peaceably 

cend  the  Throne,  how  would  your  Re- 

'  S^idn  and  Civil  Rights  be  therebv  fecured  ? 

B  ^  He 
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He  v/ould  fwear  to  preferve  them:  Ani 
did  not  his  Father  Swear  ?  We  are  not  ignc; 
rant^  ye  Men  of  Britain^  that  thofe  of  th? 
Religion,  do  not  hold  unlawful  the  mo[ 
horrid  and  mofi  detejled  Crimes ^  if  they  bi! 
ferve  to  ftrengthen  and  enlarge  the  Dom: 
nions  of  their  bloody  Church.  Were  nc 
the  Trotefiants  thofe  Tvho  preferved  the  prefef. 
Grand  Monarch  on  his  Throne^  and  had  he  nc 
engaged  himfelf  by  the  Edi£t  oi  Nantz^  t 
fecu  re  to  them  the  Free  Exercife  of  thcj 
Religion ;  And  how  have  they  been  r( 
warded^  and  how  has  he  obferved  that  E 
di6l? 

But  our  Enemies  tirge^  that  the  Fretendi 
can  never  forget  hisFather*s  Misfortune 
and  therefore  will  never  follow  hisFather 
Steps.  And  I  am  afraid  >  Cquntry-mei 
this  would  prove  true^  but  not  after  th 
manner  that  they  would  make  you  believe 
I  fear  we  fliall  fell^  if  ever  he  comes  hithei 
that  he  will  never  forget  his  Father^s  Exile :  An 
I  queftion  not^  but  were  he  once  fettle 
here^  he  would  fo  remember  his  Father 
Mistorcunes3  as  never  to  attempt  ("as  his  Fa 
ther  did)  to  alter  our  ^  La7vs  and  Conftitutic 
without  an  Army  that  he  was  fur e  would  fuppo\ 
him^  and  he  would  never  again  truH  the  D 
ffrucHcn  of  the  Proteftant  Religion  ^to  Proteftar 
Soldiers.  He  will  have  learnt  from  the  Frenci 
that  the  Caufe  of  his  Father'^ s  Ruiny  was  his 
accepting  foon  enough  their  Vrotection^  on  theCoz 

dition 
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Utions  they  required ^  and  being  unwilling  tofuh'" 
nit  himfelf  entirely  to  be  a  Vajfal  mid  Viceroy  to 
.^rance.  And  is  it  poffible  to  imaging  that 
)e  will  pretend  to  7nake  Difficulties  in  Treating^ 
vhen  he  remembers  that  his  Father  lofi  a  King- 
■omy  of  jvhich  he  was  already  foffefi^  by  notyiel^ 
'inz  in  Ti?m  to  their  Demands ;  and  that  him- 
df  has  no  TroJj)eH  of  ever  gaining  a  Crown  but 
'/  their  Jffifiance.  No^  Country-men^  it  is 
nuch  morcprobable^  He  will  conlent  to  a- 
ly  Terms  that  will  fettle  him  upon  our 
rhrone,  and  fix  his  Government  here  by 
.  {landing  Army  ofPapijh :  And  then  if  he 
ollows  his  Education^  his  Paflion  and  his 
leligion,  he  will  root  up^  if  poffible^  the 
)ery  Memory  of  our  Liberties  and  Religion, 
rhis.  Fellow 'Citiz,ens^  is  7ijhat  we  are  to  look 
or^  if  the  Pretender  ever  gets  PoiTeflion  of 
his  Kingdom.  And  what  elfe  can  we  expeH' 
rom  one  who  has  been  bred  up  by  the  Jefuites^ 
hefalfeB  and  mosi  inveterate  of  all  our  Enemies  y 
md  with  the  InfiruBions  of  an  Italian  Mother ^ 
nd  in  a  Country  where  is  exercifed  the  greateH 
yrannjy  both  in.  Religion  and  Civil  Govern^ 
nentywith  the  greateft  Succef  *^  a?7d  where  they 
re  accufiomed  to  talk  of  a  limited  Prince y  with 
he  utmoH  Scorn  and  ContemPt  ?

■  Let  us  but  jhow  ourfelves  and  the  Standards 
which  we  wrefied  from  them^  and  when  they 
call  to  mind  their  former  DifafierSy  they  will  turn 
their  Backs  and  mt:  dare  towithfiand  us.  We 
have  received  from  our  Anceftors  Laws 
and  Liberties  5  which  they  often  purchased 
with  their  Blood ;  And  let  Us  not  be  fo 
Degenerate  as  to  tranfmit  Slavery  and  Ty- 
ranny to  our  Pofterity.  Let  it  not  be  ever 
faid  that  a  few  defpicable  Traytors  at  Home^ 
and  thofe  Enemies  whom  we  had  TriunaphM 
over  Abroad^  were  able  to  accomplifli  the 

Ruin  of  this  Mighty  Nation.    No ^ 

My  Countrymen^  let  us  fpend  the  laft  drop 
ofdurBlood,  before  we  fubmittofuch  Re^ 
proachful  Terms.  What  is  Death  if  com- 
pared to  a  Life  led  with  Shame  and  Ignomi- 
ny? How  much  more  will  it  become  a 
Man  and  a  jBm(?;?,  to  Die  with  Glory  in 
defending  the  Liberty  of  his  Country^ 
than  to  live  beneath  an  Inglorious  Slavery. 

I  fpeak  not  this,  Fellow-Citizens,  that  I 
am  in  any  ways  apprehenfive  you  will  be
